CONGRESS AT KILKENNY. 
The annual International Congress of the 
Irish National Foresters was opened in the 
theatre, Kilkenny, yesterday, when a cordial 
welcome was extended to the delegates by the 
Mayor of Kilkenny, Senator De Loughrey.

A Brave Woman. 


Mrs. Rosalie Evans, the indomitable 
woman who refused to surrender her 
Mexican farm to the threats of lawless 
neighbours, has paid the penalty of her 
courage. She was the widow of Harry 
Evans, a British subject, from whom she 
inherited a large and valuable ranch on 
the lonely slopes of Mount Ixtaccihuant, 
near the City of Puebla. This property 
was coveted, it was said, by an influential 
subordinate of President Obregon. it 
was seized, but was restored, through the 
intervention of Mr. Cummins, the British 
Chargé d’Affaires. His action angered 
the Mexican Foreign Office and resulted 
in his withdrawal For a time a guard 


was placed on Mrs. Evans's property, but 
it: was removed, and now she: has been. 


murdered. The crime has caused much 
indignation in Mexico, and the authori- 


d’Affaires, who has taken the matter in 
hand, that every effort will be made to 
apprehend the murderers. The remote- 
ness of the district in which the crime 
was committed will make even the most 
sincere attempts to bring the murderers to 


the good faith of the Government which, 
by withdrawing the guard, virtually left 
Mrs. Evans to her fate must be a matter 
of grave doubt. There is, therefore, every 
possibility of a serious crisis. The trouble 
that arose through the high-handed treat- 
ment of Mr. Cummins passed with no 
worse results than the cancellation of the 
British mission to Mexico and the in- 
definite postponement of British recogni- 


tion of the de facto Government. This}

The Boundary Question.

Then 
came the announcement that he had re 
edived a further communication from 
President Cosgrave, and that he was 
leaving for Dublin this evening and hoped 
to be able to make a further statement on 
Wednesday. The. Ulster. members wers 
gathered in force to hear the statement," 
but on its delivery they asked no ques- 
tions, and the House quickly proceeded to 
the next business. 


Uleter's Determination. 


The Marquis of Londonderry presided 


over a meeting of Northern members of 
Parliament at his house in Park Lane at 
noon to-day. Among those present were Mr. 
A. A. Beid, the Chairman of the Ulster 
Unionist members in the House of Com- 
mons; Captain C. Craig, Mr. Moles, Mr. 
T. E. McConnell, Sir Robert Allen, Sir 
Robert Lynn, Colonel Sinclair and the Rev. 
Dr. Syms. While the meeting was taking 
place Mr. Baldwin drove up with his 
baggage on a taxi-cab, and it was thought 
that he had arrived to attend the meeting.

After the meeting had lasted for 
nearly an hour an intimation was made 
that no public statement could be issued 
through the Press, and that there was no 
change in the situation. It transpired 
later, however, that the unanimous 
opinion of those present at the meeting 
was that Northern Ireland could in no 


way modify her attitude on the boundary 


question. 


The London Conference. 


The London Conference has carried the 
reparations difficulty to a stage nearer 
settlement than any previous meeting of 
Allied representatives, but whether the 
progress made is to be crowned by com- 
plete success remains to be seen. There 
have been concessions by France; but, 
on the other hand, concessions have been 
made to French opinion, especially in the 
matter of the arbitration scheme which 
has been added to the Dawes plan. The 
spirit of hopefulness with which the dele- 
gates met has enabled some severe 
obstacles to be overcome, and, if 
the German delegates who arrive to- 
morrow are actuated by the same desire 
to achieve a workable settlement, a satis- 
factory conclusion to the Conference is 
assured. There is just a doubt, however, 
as to the expectations of the German 
répresentatives, but it is to be hoped that 
the reports from Berlin as to German 
insistence on the military evacuation of 
the Ruhr are not indicative of the official 
view. 


The German Delegates. 


‘The composition of the German delega- 
tion has created a good impression in 
London, mainly on account of the 
presence of the Foreign Secretary. Herr 
Stresemann has a complete knowledge oí 
the actualities of the position and should 
have no distorted ideas as to the condi- 
tions which are likely to find favour with 
the Allied delegates. If he can impress 
his own views upon his colleagues who are 
corning to London with him, there should 
not be much delay in arriving at an 
agreement. 


Bank Holiday. 


August Bank Holiday and East@ 
Monday appear to have changed places 
this year. The earlier holiday was 4 
perfect summer day, with blue skies and 
an abundance of bright sunshine. To-day 
however, has fallen far short of what an 
August Bank Holiday should be. There 
were rare spells of brightness, and at no 
time did they promise to become more 
than brief periods in an otherwise un- 
settled day. The uncertain weather mar 
have had some effect upon the attendance 
at Wembley, but it scarcely. seems possible 
There were huge crowds throughout the 
day, and many visitors took advantace oí 
the earlier opening of the Exhibition 
grounds. People began to arrive soon 
after the gates opened at eight o'clock, 
and by ten o'clock, the normal time for 
opening, many thousands of people had 
passed in. The railway companies al! 
agree that the rush from J.ondon ha: 
broken all “ records ”' during the past few 
days, but it is apparent that almost as 
many passengers have arrived here as have 
gone away. 


Seouts in London. 


TI do not remember such a crowded 
London on a Bank Holiday for many 
years. From the City to Westminster 
there were crowds everywhere. Crowds 
had gathered outside the Houses of Par 
liament: a big crowd stood round the 
Cenotaph ; in Trafalgar square there were 
thousands of people, while the Strand 
was a packed promenade. All the theatres 
had long queues of people waiting, in 
several cases so long that the police had 
the doors opened earlier than usual to 
clear the streets. The greater part of the 
crowd seemed to be composed of Bov 
Seouts; for they were in evidence everv- 
where. The,lions. in Trafalgar square 
provided a number of them with restinc 
places, while many sat on the pavinz 
stones.

“ IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS 
EXPECTED.” 


From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Official circles’ in Dublin were unusually 
reticent last night regarding the object of the 
visit of the British Ministers. The opinion 
is advanced from well-informed sources that 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Administration is very strongly 
opposed to the idea that the passage of the 
legislation proposed by the British Govern- 
ment—in regard to the boundary—should be 
delayed until after the recess, and that that 
was the attitude taken up by him on the 
occasion of his conversations in London during 
the week-end. The Executive Council has 
been consistently impressing upon the British 
Cabinet the fact that delay in constituting 
the Boundary Commission ‘seriously em- 
barrasses its position, and that it is calculated 
to beget considerable unrest in the Free State, 
both in the Legislature and outside it. 

It may be that the President informed the 
British Premier last week-end that Deputies 
of all parties in the Dail were becoming im- 
patient and were waiting for the earliest pos- 
sible intimation that a very definite step had 
been taken by the Free State Cabinet, on its 
side, to nush matters to a conclusion. 

It is thourht now that the British Govern- 
ment is making a last determined attempt to 
bring about a settlement by agreement: in- 
deed. the view was held in political circles 
in Dublin last night that certain ‘ offers ” or 
overtures had been made tea’ the British 
Government by.the heads of the Northern 
Administration. and that the visit of Mr.

ABANDONED. 


MACHINE WRECKED OFF 
COAST OF SIBERIA. 


ONE AMERICAN UNABLE 
TO PROCEED.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

The British round the world flight has been 
abandoned. The news of Squadron Leader 
MacLaren’s decision reached here in a wire- 
less message from Cordova, in Alaska, in 
which he announced that the flight had been 
abandoned in the Nikolski Komanorski 
Islands off the Siberian Coast Squadron Leader 
MacLaren said that the abandonment of the 
flight was necessary, because no spare parts 
were obtainable to repair the damage done 
to the machine, which fell near Nikolski on 
Saturday when just completing the flight from 
Petropaviovsk. 

The message added that the wings, floats 
and tail of the aeroplane were all smashed, 
though the hull and the engine had been 
salved and taken on board the steam trawler 
Thiepval. 

A later message received via Cordova from 
Squadron Leader MacLaren says:—‘‘ Owing 
to thick fog I was forced to descend near 
Komanorski Island. Machine so seriously 
damaged that I am forced to abandon the 
flight. Will return via Vancouver on board 
the Thiepval.—( Reuter.) 


DIARY OF THE FLIGHT. 


MacLaren and his companions left Calshot 
on the world flight on March 25. The follow- 
ing are the chief mishaps encountered on 
the journey:—March 30, forced landing in 
Corfu, owing to engine breakage; April 26, 
flying from Ach to Nasirabad, the engine 
again broke down and a landing was made 
at Parlu; May 13, flight resumed to Cal- 
cutta, which was reached three days later, 
after more engine trouble; May 24. machine 
fell into the sea off Akyab, Burma, crew 
unhurt, but machine wrecked; June 25, left 
Akyab after a month's delay waiting for the 
arrival of a new machine. Between Burma 
and Japan several minor mishaps occurred, 
but the flight was accomplished without 
serious accident and in good time. July 
18, reported missing among the islands north 
of Japan—airmen forced to descend on Urup 
Island owing to fog; July 26, storm-bound 
at Petropavlosk, Kamtchatka. Later it was 
reported that the fliers had met with an acci- 
dent. It was added in this report that 
nobody was hurt. 

Squadron Leader MacLaren reached Petro- 
pavlovsk, Southern Kamschatka, on July 24. 
On the 26th he telegraphed that he was 
stormbound, and that the Canadian trawler, 
Thiepval, was standing by. The flight would 
be resumed as soon as the weather conditions 
permitted. His objective was the Nikolski 
Islands, in the Alentian group, of which the 
largest is Komanoiski. ' 

An American coastguard cutter, cruising In 
these waters, sent out a wireless message last 
Friday, stating that it had intercepted a 
message from the Thiepval, reporting that 
MacLaren had met with an accident near 
Komanoiski. Apparently it was not thought 
at the time that the damage was serious, for 
the message added that the airman would 
continne the flight last Sunday.

AMERICAN’S BAD LUCK. 
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HOISTING BOOM FALLS ON 


DISABLED MACHINE. 


8.8. RICHMOND, Vicinity of the Faroe 
Islands, Midnight, Sunday. 

Lieutenant Wade. the American world flier, 
and his mechanic, Ogden, are out of the world 
flicht. The Richmond is towing their 
battered aeroplane to Sydero, where an at- 
tempt will be made to save something from 
the wreckage caused by five hours’ buffeting 
of the sea and the damage inflicted when the 
steel hoisting boom broke loose and fell on 
the acroplane while an attempt was being 
made to lift it on board the Richmond. 

Lieutenant Wade and his mechanic fell into 
the sea. a hundred and fifteen miles from the 
Orkneys this morning. Both the aviators 
escaped injury. | | 

It was a broken oil feed pipe which put an 
end to the flight eighty miles south-west of 
the Faroes. The airmen had completed three- 
fourths of the flight. , 

The British trawler Rugby, of Grimsby, 
picked up the fallen aeroplane and towed it 
to the destroyer Billingsley, which, in turn, 
towed the wreck to the “tichmond, where it 
arrived just as the first seaplane was being 
lowered from the ship to start a search for 
the missing airmen. 

It was after a perfect start in sunny weather 
from Houton Bay that Lieutenant Wade's 
engine suddenly gave out, forcing him to come 
down on the rolling sea. Lieutenant Smith, 
in the other machine, went ahead and dropped 
a message stating: ' Wade needs immediate 
help,” near the American destroyer, Billings- 
ley. 

The message added that Wade was in a 
rising sea more than eighty miles from Sydero, 
in the Faroes, and urged the Billingsley to 
send out the two spare aeroplanes which it 
had on board. 

Lieutenant Smith proceeded on his way. 

The Richmond steamed to Lieutenant 
Wade's last-known position, but the aero- 
plane was not in sight. Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Leighton, the ship s aviation officer, 
with a wireless officer as passenger, was 
lowered into the sea in an aeroplane, but just 
as they were starting off to search, a message 
was received from the Billingsley, stating 
that Wade had been found, just before fog 
and darkness would have made rescue very 
doubtful.

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RUSSIAN CONFERENCE. 


EFFORTS TO END THE 
DEADLOCK.

For the first time since the end of May 
the Anglo-Russian Conference sat in full ses- 
sion at the Foreign Office to-day.

THE BOUNDARY, 


In his concluding article of the series on 
“ Boundanes in Ireland," the Special’ Corre- 
spondent of Zhe Times says:—Here is the 
tragedy of the situation. On neither side of 
the border are the moderates strong enough 
to risk a compromise; hence there is a 
tendency to put the onus of the solution of 
the problem upon the British Government. 
No extremist and few thoderates on either 
side will admit publicly that this is a purely 
Insh problem to be settled by Irishmen 
among themselves. “The British,” say both, 
““ created this problem; they must solve it.” 
It is logical, perhaps, but certainly most 
unhelpful: Meanwhile, the wild men of each 
party supply one another with political ammu- 
nition. The unarrested Queenstown murderers 
give the wilder Orangemen arguments against 
the surrender of a rish; the unarrested 
massacres of the McMahon family give the 
wilder Southerners an excuse for demanding 
half Ulster on the plea that no Roman Catholic 
is really safe from Orange tyranny. The 
Southern Press, with few exceptions, declines 
to recognise the efficiency of the Northern 
Administration; the Northern Unionist Press 
is equally unwilling to recognise the fact that 
the Free State authorities have done th r | ert 
for the So~thern Protestants, who are well 
represented in the Senate and the Dail, and 
have four out of nine seats in the High Court 
and Court of Appeal. 

The definite guarantee of an amending Act 
might enable the pro-Treaty party to weather 
the impending storm. But if. the boundary 
dispute is a a party question on this side 
of the Irish Sea the prospect in Ireland will 
be extremely serious. An agreement between 
the three British par‘ies to impose a solution 
which would satisfy moderate men in Northern 
Ireland and in the Free State would seem to 
be the best safeguard of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty. Given such an agreement, such a 
solution is surely attainable, and the fact that 
it would infuriate both the people who talked 
of inviting the Kaiser to annex Ireland should 
our King “break . Coronation Oath by 
signing the Home Rule Bill ' and those who 
continue to announce that ‘ England's 
difficulty is Ireland's opportunity.” would be 
an argument in its favour. 


SWIFT CHANGES. 


, 
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MH. THOMAS'S VISIT. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
T'imea writes :—The Irish position changes so 
frequently and swiftly that it is difficult at 
times to keep pace with the development of 
the situation. On Sunday the Prime Minister 
was reported to be well satisfied with the 
progress of Saturday's Conference, and with 
the fact that it had been arranged that the 
passing of a bill through all its stages should 
be deferred until the autumn. It was known 
that Mr, Cosgrave had pleaded that it was 
essential that the bill should be passed forth- 
with, in order that the Boundary Commission 
might function without further delay, but it 
was believed that this difficulty had been 
overcome. 

It appears, however, that when Mr. Cos- 
grave returned he found that his followers 
were insistent that the bill should be passed 
through all its stages before the next meeting 
of the Dail, on August 12th, and 
representations were accordingly made 
again over the telephone yeste rda\ 
from Dublin to Downing street, 
Mr. Cosgrave pressed for immediate action, 
but the Prime Minister was still firm in his 
unwillingness to rush through legislation on 
so delicate a matter. -It is understood that 
Mr. Cosgrave ‘then suggested that representa- 
tives of the British Government should go to 
Dublin at once in order to enter into direct 
conference once more. This step was agreed 
to, and when the House of Commons met 
yesterday afternoon the Colonial Secretary 
intimated that he was going to Dublin last 
night. Later on it became known that he 
would be accompanied by the Home 
Secretary. 

Members of the Imperial Parliament recog- 
nise Mr. Cosgrave’s difficulties, but urge that 
the introduction of @ bill accompanied by a 
definite promise ftom the Government that 
it shall be taken as the first business of the 
autumn session, and pressed through regard- 
iess of consequences, would be a suflicient 
gesture to the Irish Free State of the inten. 
tions and the good faith of tee Government. 
Such a promise the Government are willing to 
give, but they are unwilling to rush the bill 
through unless the case for such action 
is overwhelming. [Presumably Mr. Thomas 
and Mr. Henderson will have to 
decide to-day whether such a case can be 
made out. If they are so convinced, the 
Government may even yet decide to press 
forward with the Bill. though few members 
think that such a Bill should be proceeded 
with at the end of an exhausting session. 

It was suggested last night that Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. Henderson might endeavour 
to ascertain whether Mr. Cosgrave would be 
satisfied if the Autumn Session began at an 
earlier date than Octcber 28, but any plan to 
bring members back again in a few weeks’ 
time would certainly be strenuously opposed. 
Until Mr. Thomas and Mr. Henderson report 
upon their visit to Ireland, however, the 
whole position must remain in suspense.

PITILESS PURSUIT OF 
BRAVE WOMAN. 


An Exchange Company's telegram from 
Mexico City on Monday states:—Assassins 
have killed Mrs. Evans, who was an im- 
portant figure in the case of Mr. Cummins, 
the British representative in Mexico. | 

Mrs.. Evans was ambushed while driving & 
motor car with her ranch manager, who 
was badly wounded. 

The United States Embassy is investigating 
the crime. | 

Fifty shots were fired by the assassins, six 
of the bullets entering Mrs. Evans s body. 
Juan Strauss, her German ranch manager, 
was shot in the chest and is dying. he 
shooting occurred near Pueblo. The 
assassins stole one thousand pesos, which she 
had collected in the bank to pay het 
labourers. 

General Obregon is incensed at the crime, 
and has announced that a thorough investiga- 
tion will be made. 

The tragic death of Mrs. Evans, a Reuter’s 
telegram from Mexico City states, has aroused 
general sympathy. The Federal authorities 
are searching most actively for the per- 
petrators, while the American ¢'hargé 
d’Affaires conferred last night with the 
Foreign Minister. ‘The British ; Consul- 
General has sent representatives to Tex- 
melucan to bring the body back to Mexico.

Mrs. Evans was American born, and became 
a British subject through her marriage with 
Mr. Harry Evans, a farmer, of Brownsville, 
Texas. Together they crossed the border into 
the wild country near Puebla, and there, with 
the aid of Indians, they built up a fine and 
flourishing estate. . Mr. Evans was killed in 
the warrand his wile carried on. alone. 

In 1920 President ‘Huerta began his 
nationaljsction of the land, and bonds were to 
be given to the dispossessed owners. Mrs. 
Evans's estate 'was an attractive prize, was 
coveted by the bands of lawless men in the 
neighbourhood, and‘it was taken over by a 
decree of the Central Government. But Mrs. 
Evans: refused:to give the farm up. “ You 
may kill me,” she said, ‘‘ but you are not 
going to rob me.” 

In 1925 her ranch was damaged and her 
house, burned. The bandits diverted, her water 
supply, made attacks in force, tried to destroy 
crops, and made every effort to drive her out. 
An American artist, zeferred to by Mrs. 
Evans as ''Camp " and “The Little Painter.”’ 
went to her aid, and early in the year the 
definite siege of the house began. ‘The de- 
fenders numbered only five, but they were all 
good shots and held a large store of ammuni- 
tion. Placards were nailed to the trees warn- 
ing people that if they came armed they did 
co at their own risk. 

“The house being burned in the middle 
helps to defend it,” Mrs. Evans wrote to a 
friend in Chicago, ‘‘for we come up on a 
ladtler, and to get to us they would have to 
cross the walls of my two rooms, over which 
the roof has caved in. The nights are dark 
end you have to watch closely. We are only 
five, and so have to divide the night.” j

The daughter 
of Sir Eager started a good favourite, and 
taking the lead a quarter of a mile from 
home, she had no difficulty in beating Jansan 
by a couple of lengths. Perfectus and 
Stavropol, each of whom was fancied to a 
degree, finished behind the ordinary plater 
Perico, who was placed third. 

RUNNYMEDE BEATEN. A SHORT HEAD, 

Manton’s run of luck continned when the 
Fiving Spear colt won the Holiday Two-Year- 
Old Plate. The King’s colt. Runnymede, 
had made all the running. but he was caught 
on the post and beaten a short head by Flying 
Spear colt.. Lady Clarina, whom I mentioned! 
last night as having been well tried, finished 
third Carslake rode Runnymede here, as 
Mr. Gilpin wanted Archibald to ride Garden 
Allah. At the last moment. however, the 
Clarehaven trainer decided not to run his filly” 
against the Flying Spear colt. In the mean- 
time Carslake had been engaged for Runny- 
mede, so Archibald, who had won on him at 
Newmarket, had to stand down.

Indeed, all Taylor's 
three winners were first favourites. 

A GOOD SPRINTER. 

1 really would not like to say how good a 
eprinter Scherzo is. This fellow, who was 
‘running in two-year-old selling events last 
Se; was carrving top weight in the Lub- 
bock Handicap, and was giving weight away 
to smart and older horses, but he was good 
enough to make all the running and beat 
Grovine easily by a length. Astraea, who 

‘sily at Goodwood and was receiv- 
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ing a jot of weight here, was made favourite, 
ut was beaten out of sight. Scherzo is, of 
ourse, by The Boss, and this horse is surely 

¢ a remarkable season with his sprinters. 
solden Heverswood, and Scherzo are 
three exceptional fliers to be running for a 
horse in one season, and yet Golden Boss and 
Scherzo have at one time changed hands for 
comparatively modest sums. The Tetrarch 
himself has not had three more brilliart colts 
running at the same time. 

The produce of The Boss seem to improve 
with age. This cannot, I am afraid, be said 
of a horse who has got many very speedy 
two-vear-olds, Friar Marcus. We saw one of 
them this afternoon, a filly out of Alga, win 
the Maiden Two-Year-Old Plate in a common 
canter from Dilatory and Warden of the 
Marches. with the favourite, Sweet Forfar 
eolt. fourth. She was well beaten at Ascot 
by Margaritta.
